Captain of Detec- 
tives lloltz, ou a recent visit to Now 
York, found tho detectives tliere were 
muking use of the llnKer print system, 
and be believes it will be a great help 
In solving burglaries. 

The detective department here bas 
used the flnger-prtot system since it 
waa adopted by the natloaal bureau of 
IdeBtlfloatloB. It baa bean used, how- 
ever, more In Identifying prtooners 
with the Bertlllon system. After a 
prisoner baa been brought In and his 
Uertillon Idcntilic.ilUin has been com- 
pleted, thi; linger print cards were 
used to verify tho Idenlitlcalion more 
completely. 

"When I was to New York recently 
I found the police department using 
the finger-print system to Identify bur- 
glars who leave finger priate arouBd 
the 'Job' they have done." said Cap- 
uto Holti. "Several large burglaries 
have been cleared In the east tbrougb 
finger prints, and the detectives there 
say burglars now wear glovoa when 
they are at work. 

"I liavo alwavH believed the finger 
prints practical in police worlc. Fre- 
quently "le tinker prints of safD blow- 
ers are left on the door, and tho or- 
dinary burglar Is apt to leave finger 
prints around a door or window. 

"The trouble Is, the finger print to 
be of any service to police work, has 
to be valT otear. or the expert is un- 
able to sea enough Itoea to nake an 
IdeatlfleattoB." 

Bert Perrott, Bertllloa clerk. Is also 
the finger-print expert Perrott. since 
ha Itoa taken up tbe finger prints to 
eonneetlon with the Bertlllon work, 
has shown great hI'.IU. Recently, as 
a teat, a glass bottle was taken Into 
the detective department at roll call. 
Previously the detectives had gone to 
Perrott's offlco and he took tbe Im- 
pression of their flncer tips. 

After leaving the bottle Perrot re- 
turned to hto office. Detective Frank 



Duncan picked up the bottle and car- 
ried it to the other side of the room. 
Perrott tlien t(<(ik the bottle to his 
oHice and compared the finger prints 
with those he had taken of the vari- 
ous detectives. He picked out Dun- 
can aa tba naa who had haadlad tha 
bottle. 

The adraataga of tho finger prlnte 
of tbe burglar to the detective Is If 
tbe burglar haa ever been under ai^ 
rest of a larceny charge a record of 
bis finger prints haa been taken. The 
expert goes to tbe sceno of the bur- 
glary, takes an Impression of the 
finger prints, and then cotuparea It 
with the cards be haa on file.

Am far as my observation goes, sheep 
ve always the most neglected and 
leaat noticed of all the stock kept on 
the farm. I am pretty aure the rea- 
aon of this la that the aheep nnially 
takee care of lUelf so well, without 
the assistance of man, and can make 
its living on so little, that gradually 
the Idea of looking after the flock, 
and doing soinethlng for their benefit, 
pasKi'3 nut of tho mind of most men 
who keep a few sheep, but are not In 
tho business of keeping them as their 
principal Interest. 

But in spite of this nogllgence and 
lack of interest, I am sure that sheep 
pay much more in piroportlon to tbe 
amount tavested and the cost of 
maintaining them than any other 
farm stock. In view of this tact, It 
would seem to me that the sheep 
ought to be the best cared for animal 
en tile farm, and should havo the best 
treatment that tho owner can give, 
says a writer in the Farm Progress. 

Sheep on the farm, or on the plains, 
receive less care and attention than 
any other farm stock, yet so far as 
my personal experience la concerned, 
pay a better profit on the Investment 
than any other farm atoek. I suppose 
tbe chief reason for this indifference 
on the part of most men lies in the 
fact that sheep cannot be made to 
multiply as fast as hogs, and t)iu pub 
lie demand Is never so {;r:>at as that 
for pork and beef 

It may be truthfully said that beef 
Is tho mainstay In filling the demand 
for fresh meat, and pork in the shape 
of hama, shoulders and sides, In tho 
shape of breakfast bacon, constitutes 
the main supply of enred meats. 1 
really think if lamb and mutton were 
used to a larger extent, and consti- 
tuted a much larger portion of the 
meat eaten by the peoplo penerally, it 
V ouid be bi tter for tbe h» altb of tbe 
pcopln generally nnd, probably, have 
a tendency to improve thf farms de- 
vot«'d to stock raising, and perhaps 
would also be conducive to the better 
average health of the people who con- 
sume very much ideat 

I have been associated with farming 
a great many years, and owned sev> 
eral farms, and have kept stock of all 
kinds, and I can ^ay without prejudice 
that my sbeep have always given mo 
less trouble than the other kinds of 
Stock and, for tho InvcHf.nenl. have 
paid me much more clear profit 1 can 
therefore urKo with great sincerity 
upon all who have not put at least a 
few . aheep on their farme to do Mt as 
soon as possible. 

That they will pay well la aa certain 
as anything on the farm can be, and 
I know it Is Impossible for any farm 
stock to cost so little or give so little 
trouble. 

My personal preference la for one 
of tho "Down" breeds, and though 
the Southdown Is probably more 
popular in a general way. I think the 
Shropshlredown is the moat attrac- 
tive. I think, too, that they average 
somewhat heavier In weight. 

On a 400-aere farm I kept tor a long 
time a flock of thirty to forty, and 
from the time that the pastures wene 
suitable to graae In the spring till the 
freeslng weather In the late fall, my 
sheep never needed to bo fed a 
mouthful And the winter keep has 
always been so small thnt I am sure 
that half of the iin riMs.- of the flock 
would offset the entire cost. It it were 
possible to eatlamte that cost, fbr the 
whole year. 

We have made It a practice to use 
en our own table as lamb and mutton 
most of the surplus of our own flock, 
and aimed to keep ttte flock down to 
about forty in number. As they are al- 
ways left In the posture all the time, 
Including even most of the wint»r, tho 
cost of keep la too small to count. 

Half of tho returns for wool would 
more than |iay for all the feed, for- 
age and pasture they get, and 1 havo 
noticed that some of my thinnest and 
most ruu down laud oa the place U 
getting better aU the tibie. 

I have heard some complaint about 
sheep being affected with Um hot fly, 
bnt all UUary to the shean.my be 
avoided by applying a ml^MlHief pine 
tar and sreaie pay axle grease- 
around the nostrils. To savte tbe 
trouble of catcbing and applying thu 
tar to the sheep direct some people 
bore holes In a log with a two>lnch 
auger, and put salt In tnem, 
aad then aataar aroond the edMLof 



the holes with a mixture of pine tar 
and grease. 

When they Uck the salt they get 
their nostrils smeared with the tar. 
The smearing may be done often, eay 
once a week. I am of the opinion that 
a sort of mottle made of fine woven 
wire, and so shaped as to be attached 
to the nose of the i-heep, and will not 
come off, will »erv« perfectly to iseep 
off tho hot fly that lays the eggs of the 
BTub in the sheep's nose. It would be 
well for some whose sheep are much 
bothered with gruba to make a teat of 
this. 



PROFITABLE FEEDING 
OF CHESTER WHITES 



Difference Shown Between Hog 
Given Penty of Feed and 
One Neglioted. 

The result of different treatments of 
hogs came to my notice last spring, 
when a neighbor eeld two average 

pigs eight weeks old to a man who did 
not havo any other hogs. He bought 
tbe two bogs to make pork tbe next 
f.iil and, of course, wanted to give 
itu Mi a ci'iid chance to do their best. 
They were fed wheat middlings, milk 
and scraps from the table, In addition 
to the pasture they gathered. They 
were grade Chester Whites, farrowed 
In AprlL These two pigs dressed be- 
tween 150 and 178 ponnda each when 
about seven montha old. 

The pigs that had not been sold and 
out of the same litter were allowed to 
run on pasture, and when com was 
ready to feed they were fed enough 
corn to put them in pork condition, 
hut wIk'u slaughtered at about the 
sanin time as tho other two they only 
w( i^;bed (JTi to 70 pounds each. There 
wa« a dlffcrencf of nearly imi pounds 
belwi'en these well-ftd hoK» and tb<>ir 
mates not so fed, and It Is wholly due 
to different treatments. It Is easy to 
aee which was the moot economical 
pork produeei^be well-cared-for hog 
or tbe one which got enough feed to 
barely live until fattening time The 
difference In value was almost $10, as 
pork ^old at 10 cents a pound here 
last fall. Tho two well-cared for hogs 
did not eat near |10 worth of feed 
from till' time they were separated 
from their mates until they were 
slanghtered.

Easy Matter to Secure Comfort' 
able Quarters if Cold 
It Kept Out. 

I am titlng concrete floors In our 
hog houses and have found that I need 
very little bedding, just enough to 

keep the body of the pig from coming 
in contact with the concrete. It is 
easy to keep a concrete floor warm If 
the cold air cannot get under it, saya 
a writer iu an exchangi' With one 
hundred plKH In the bouse, during zero 
weather, 1 had to keep some of the 
windows and the upper end doora 
open tor ventilation. I have never had 
plga get stiff fro* lying on concrete 
floors. Good, dry bedding, straw or 
shredded fodder, la used, aad la re- 
moved as soon as It becomee damp 
and replaced with a fresh supply. 
Ventilation Is such that cold winds 
cannot btow in on the pigs. I disin- 
fect the bouses often with air-slaked 
lime. 

A dipping tank Is esHcuitlal, not only 
for deBiroylng lic-v b^it for promoting 
health conditions in general. I dip 
my pigs once In two months, more 
often if the animals are bothered with 
lice, and use any of the dip on the 
market that have crude oU aa a ba* 
sis. I do not dip la winter, but crowd 
the bogt into the house and epray 
them, leaving them nntn dry. I spray 
hogs, walls, bedding and alL 

I keep wood ashes and a little lime 
in a self foedtT bi foro the pl';H all tha 
time. Hogs need more mineral mat- 
ter than they usually get. During the 
summer the hogs should be provided 
with i^ple thada 



muecle, and hoes are cheap. Carry a 

■mall, flat tile in your lilp pocket and 

do not allow a nlok to stay la the hoe

According to recent Informatlom 
about the progreas of electric light 
and power Industrlea In Deaaark. Ik 
appeara that all the towaa of l,M* 
iahabitants and ever are now provid- 
ed with public electric service, saya 
the Bclentlflo American. As to towns! 
having between 5,000 and 3,000 inhab- 
itants, there are only three in which 
electric mains are not Installed, so, 
that it will be seen that Denmark ie 
one of tbe most progressive countries 
In this respect. The largest sUed ele» 
trie stations are to be found at C» 
penhagen and at present there are 
three large plants in operatioa givias 
a total of 17,000 horse power. Cai^ 
rent ts anp^ed ter the elty aMhu^ 
as well as for the tramway Unea. As 
regards the Danish sutiona in small 
towns, la general each town haa its 
own plant, and there Is but one ea> 
ample of an Intercommunal system. 
This Ir at SkoVlhoved, near Copenha- 
gen, and the central station extenda 
its power lines over all the suburbaa 
regions, also supplying the tramw'a.'a 
of HoUerup and Klampenburg. la 
most of the town electric statioaa tps 
Dieeal heavy oU engine la used.

SHELL GOES LONG DISTANCE 

Intareatlng History of 12-Inch Projee- 
tile Used in Spanish Waiw 
Traveled Pour Mllea. 

Screaming out Ita deflant meaaace 
of poaulble deatb and dlMuit«r. a !!• 
Inch l.OOO-pound ahaU WM Mat aeroM 
the Bay ot Saattago oa tb* tateM 
moraine ot Jnlr I, 1891. from on* ot 
the battlaaitlpa— Toiaa. Iowa or In- 
diana. The' shell traveled a distance 
of between three and four miles and 
found todgnient in tbe side of a rocky 
hill JuHt behind Morro castlo, tho 
charge beliif? unexpU)d('d It now re- 
posfB poacefully on the sidewalk In 
front of a store tn ("arson street, 
Soutbside, near Twanty-aaventh atreet, 
but mlnua tha cliargo. 

Tbooaaadi ot poQplo paaa tha spot 
dally, but UtUo or no hood la glvon by 
them to thia lataroatlng rello ot Vn- 
cle Sam's encounter with the one-time 
groat power of Spain. 

The slifll was shipped on October 
20, 1899, by Ciipt. Surgeon Jaruea Mc- 
Kay, United States navy, to bis father, 
Stephen McKay, of this city, and la 
much prized by the latter aa a rello 
and aouranlr. 

Capt. MeKay gaT* an latoraattBg d»- 
■erlptloB ot tho elroamstaaoM attend. 
' ing th* firing and finding of tho aholL 
He atatea: "The abell was flred from 
the Indiana or Texas from a distance 
of between three or four inlleu, and 
It was ddubtlrsg llred at the eastern 
biift»^ry. a concealed battery of several 
old hronzii cannon situated In a hoi 
low in the bluff, and only visible from 
••roral mUaa at aea. Our ships paid 
groat attention to thla particular bat- 
tery from noticing that. whUe the 
muaalea ot the eannon were vlalble 
orer the embankment before firing, 
they disappeared almultaneoualy with 
that operation. Now from the excel 
lent hublt drilled Into the men of tho 
navy of overebtlniutliig rather than 
doubting the striMiKth of the enemy 
they decided tho battery must be com 
posed of iiiodi rn rifled disappearing 
guns, and acted aeoordlngly. Every 
now and again, and when the ahlps 
seemed most anlet. one or another 
wonld drop a earefnlly ealeulated ahell 
In Buch cloae proximity aa to keep the 
artillerists working the guna In a atate 
of constant terror. Thia ahell. from 
lis posUlon. must have flown orer the 
guns and men at Just sufflcleiit height 
to clear the ridge and plunge Into the 
hill beyond It niUsod Its mark by a 
very small margin. However, the hun- 
dreds of holes, some large enough to 
form a cellar for a large dwelling, 
acattered all about and within tbe 
battery, the dlamounted. crippled and 
halt-buried pieoea. and the general 
wreck made of nature in th* entire 
vicinity, apeak only too eloquently of 
the excellent marksmanship of our 
gunnerj. and the splendid conduct of 
our ships In general. 

"When Admiral Sampson visited the 
above-mentioned battery some months 
after the surrender, he smilingly told 
how uey bad been fooled by the 
•trange dlaappearing quaUtlee of the 
old guna. Many ot the* old pieces 
dated back to 171S and were maaaes 
of most wonderful and beautiful hand 
carving, but the gun carriages were 
not more than l<»o years old, hence the 
parts did not lit and the recoil mech- 
anism (great buffer sprlngsl being 
useless the piece ou being discharged 
would bound back Into the air the 
full length of the oarriage (16 feet). 
The muisle* w*r* rlalbl* over the 
cement before firing, hat their re- 
bound flight carried them tar oat of 
sight, hence the dlaappearing guns 
which deceived OUT men for a while "

but slight marks of Its Impact with 
Us rocky billet, another proof of the 
care with which American projectiles 
are fashioned.— fttuburgb Dlapatcb.

Then Sir Hiram set to work to

^xlm apparatus it Is well to set 
own what he has to say about that 
Which inspired it, the sixth sense of 
the hat. 

"Erery naturalist that has either 
•xperlmented on bats or writes on 

-•'le subject." he says, "seems to nd- 
lit that the extraordinary append- 
t|;ee attached to the bat's face are 
organs of perception more or less 
XtUled to the sense of fi-ollns. but 
{lot one of thcni, so far as I can learn, 
fbaa ever suRgested that these organs 
are for the purpose of receiving the 
echo from the vibrations of the wings, 
t think I was the first to discover this. 
The inventor goee on to show that 
wings of the bat are extremely 
indltive and very well provided with 
nerves, which Is al.'-o true of the va- 
liouB organs of tli.' bat's face These 
ncrveSv iio niaintolns. arc Irulniatoly 
cOlriiected with each other and with 
the brain. Thus a bat, flying about 
in total darkness, seers out, by 
means of Its wIhrs, a series of pulsa- 
tions or wavo>llke sound waves, hut 
too low to bo considered a aound. 
Theee waves, striking agalnat all 
muToundlng objects, are reflected 
back to their source, Just as sound 
And light are, and these reflections 
of the vibrations, bcinR received by 
the sensitive orK:ii!s on tlio face of 
the bat, eiKibl- it to Jiidwe tho dis- 
tance to any object by the lapse of 
time between the sending out and 
the receiving of the waves. 

Coming, then, to hla eolltaioB-pre- 
Center, Sir Hiram says: 

"Suppose now that we construct an 
apparatus that will produce atmo- 
apherle vibrations of about the eame 
frequency as those produced by the 
Ibat, hut instead of using the Inflni- 
/teslmal amount of encrpy emriloyed 
by the bat, we use 200 or .lOO hor.se- 
p<iwpr~ that li'. wp send out waves 
that havo on nmpllfiide nnrl energy at 
least 300,000 times as great as those 
■ent out by the bat. These vibra- 
tions, although of great energy, will 
not be audible to our ears, but they 
will idiake up and agiute light ob- 



jects for a oonslderable distance, and 

will travel at least 20 miles, so that 
they could be received and recorded 
by a liultable apparatus at that <ll.^ 
tanre. and would be able to travel 
at least flvo miles anj send back ti) 
the ship a reflected echo that woiild 
be stro;;B enough to be detected." 

Sir Hiram point out that in pro- 
viding a ahlp with a "alxth sense," 
thrao dlatlnet devleaa must be com- 
bined : OM (or producing aad sonding 
o«t tb« aeoosaary sound waves, oue 
for reoalving tha reflected waves and 
making tbom audible by ringing bells 
and another apparatus for recording 
the amplitude of the waves. Here is 
his description of tho apparatus be 
has Invented: 

"For producing the vibrations of 
waves I prefer to use a modified form 
of siren, the disk being rotated at a 
Bultablo speed by s motor of some 
kind, preferably an electric motor. I 



great amplitude and power they are 

Rblo to travel over great distances, 
and when they come In contact with 
a body the waves are reflected back 
to tho ship In the same manner that 
Bound would be reflected back, but 
this echo would not be audible to the 
human ear. 

"I therefore provide an apparatna 
which might be coasidarod aa an artl- 
flclal ear. It ia provided with a large 
diaphragm tightly drawn over a 
dmm-abapod cylinder, and ao ar- 
ranged that the atmospheric preasure 
is always the samo on both sides, 
quite Irrespective of any air blast. It 
Is therefore always able to vibrate 
freely In respoHKe to the waves of the 
echo, and Its vibrations are made to 
open and close certain electrical clr- 
scuits which ring a series of hells of 
various sizes. If, for example, the 
object Is very small or at a very great 
distance from the ship, a very small 



instead of ringing a bell II 
a dlngram of the disturbances In the 
air— that Is, when there is no noise 
except that due to the action of the 
ship or the sea waves, a wavy line 
is produced, but whenever the vibra 
tlons sent out by the vibrator strike 
an object and return, the wavy line 
on the paper becomes very much in- 
creased in amplitude, so aa to- be eaa 
lly observed, and the distance that the 
object Is from the ship can b« maaa- 
ured by the length of the paper atrip 
between the giving oft of tha vibra- 
tions and the receiving of the echo; 
therefore, the distance cm be de- 
termined with a conslder:ible degree 
of nicety, and the size of the object 
may be determined by the U&pUtttd* 
of the waves that rettirn. 

The inventor eayi that 'be aiipara- 
tus for producing tho atmospheric 
vibrations should be placed well for- 
ward on the main deck of the ahlp 
or In any position where it can he 
turned abovt from pert to starboard. 
It ahoold bo aoeured to the deok very 
flrmlyt aad connected, by meana of 
a three-Inch pipe, with a high-pres- 
sure boiler. A straightaway valve 
should be placed In the pipe near 
tho boiler, and some means should 
be found of preventing the accumula- 
tion of water In tho pipe laading to 
the apparatus. . 

Except In fo^gy or stormy woathai; 
the apparatus would be merely ornai 
mental, of course, until it were used

Only Oeeeratlon That the British Sol- 
diera Value Highly le the 
"Victoria Croaa." 

The fact that there are no fewer 
th^' 60,000 medals stored st Wool- 
wich awaiting claimants causes one 
to wonder )*(hether the soldier puts ao 
high a value difi ii^edali as Is uaally 
aoppoaed. 

Nearly air of tbeae medala are for 
the Boer war, and there la a apecial 
government department with a staff 
of elerks endeavoring to trace the 
owners. Besides these Boer war 
medals, there ore 4,000 medals for the 
Zulu war which h'lve never been 
claimed, nnd even to this day belated 
claims are still put In for medals for 
the ('rimea and Indian mutiny. 

A short time ago, for example, a 
veteran named Jamee Cryatai applied 
for and received a medal for Afghan* 
laUn, after a lapae of thirty years. 

Moat of the Boer war medals at 
Woolwich belong to irregulars, who 
Joined en. the outbreak of the war, 
and, after it was over, scattered .ill 
over the world. Hut many reRul.irs 
have not troubled to claim the medal, 
aliotilng that It Ih too cheap, and con- 
sidering that 750,00(1 of the medals 
weiu aiiuck, it is certainly aovar like- 
ly to become a rarity.
